Nightmare 


Our small, battered forces were 
tempest tossed in the Korean 
fighting. Heavily outnumbered, 
facing superior fire power and 
tanks, hot even reinforcements

Fifty-two nations voted with 
us to condemn North Korea as 
augressors. They did so be- 
cause we were right. 

By September, Secretary John- 
son resigned. The nation was 
no longer in a mood for crooners. 

The Marines were in Korea 
and more troops joined them to 
begin *the long fight northward. 
It was November 6 when the 
Chinese came out of the frozen 
Manchurian hills and forced us 
back. 

Now, we are on beachheads 
again.

The State Department of Edu- 
cation has placed a $186,000,000 
price tag on construction neces- 
Sary to provide adequate school 
buildings for the children of 
Georgia. 

This staggering sum was reached 
after a system-by-system survey 
of today’s school plant. The total 
includes the cost of equalizing 
Negro and white schools. The sur- 
vey also contemplates extensive 
consolidation of existing facilities. 
Of Georgia’s 1,596 white sthools, 
136 are one-teacher institutions 
and of the 2,310 Negro school 
1,254 are one-teacher. 

Atlanta’s building needs were 
put at $5,000,000; Fulton County, 
$6,000,000: DeKalb County, .$2,- 
000,000, and Cobb, $3,555,000. 

The value of today’s’ school 
plants was set at $157,879,346.59. 
or a per-pupil investment. of 
The national average in 
1948 was $441 per pupil. The 
worth of the white school build- 
ings in the State was put at $135.,- 
836,882.97, or $328.53 per pupil. 
The Negro school buildings were 
evaluated at $22,042,468.62, 
$106.81 per pupil.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31—(P)— 
A shake-up in the military-buy- 
ing program was reported under 
study Saturday. It may put Wil- 
liam H. Harrison in charge of de- 
fense buying as well as industrial 
production. 

The move, officials said prie- 
vately, is being studied by 
Charles E. Wilson, newly named 
Director of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization. 

A number of officials have 
voiced dissatisfaction to Wilson 
over what they regard as the slow 
rate of acceleration in the place 
ing of munitions orders. 

Some have suggested that Har- 
rison,' the boss of priorities and 
civilian industry as chief of the 
National Production Authority, 
be given general control over the 
procurement activities of the Mu- 
nitions Board and the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. 

Harrison has moved rapidly 
ahead with corftrols over civilian 
building and production. Orders 
curbing the use of copper, alumi- 
num, zinc and other metals go into 
effect on January 1. 

The Defense Department has re- 
ported. that its major purchase 
comm@ments up to December 1 
totaled $9,200,000,000. At that time, 
military appropriations totaled 
roughly $25,000,000,000. Another 
$19,000,000,000 is about to be ap- 
proved. 

The rate of military spending 
when fighting broke out was about 
$12,000,000,000 a year. Civilian ex- 
perts estimate the annual rate had 
risen to $16,800,000,000 by Octo- 
ber, $17,700,000,000 in November, 
and $18,500,000,000 in December.

Separate Peace Treaties | 


With Japan Now Favored -

LAKE SUCCESS, Dec. 31—The United States has decided to give 
up the idea of holding a general peace conference to determine the 
terms to be granted Japan, and now favors the conclusion of separate 
peace treaties between Japan, and the 14 nations that bore the brunt 
of the war in the Pacific. 

Reliable sources said Sunday 
that the United States was al- 
ready discussing the terms of the 
proposed bilateral treaties, which 
would impose no restrictions upon 
the rearmament of Japan, with 
other members of the Far Eastern 
Commission, 

It is hoped to conclude the se- 
ries of separate peace treaties, 
the main terms of which would 
be identical, within the first six 
months of the new year. This 
would allow thé Japanese Gov- 
ernment to go ahead 
vith the re-esta of 
‘apanese armed forces.

Hawes, who attempted once to 
change the Constitution so as to! 
freeze gasoline tax funds (except) 
1 cent allocated to public schools) 
for highways, said that the Con- 
stitution will have to be amend- 
ed if additional funds are to be 
raised for roads. 


Hawes said he feels a workable 


Home Rule law is desirable. 

The Hawes-Hill Highway Bill 
of 1946 is to a large extent the 
same bill as written into law last 
year. Hawes led the fight to place 
in the Constitution the right of 
cities to issue revenue debentures | 
for the extension of their light 
and power plants. He was a mem-' 
ber of the House in 1931-32 and 
the Senate in 1945-46. He is a 
former Solicitor of the Elberton 
City Court and ‘former City At- 
torney.

, Survival Gets Priority in 51 


We are glad to ring out the old year. 

But we ring in the new with forebod- 
irig mixed with hope. 

Whether Soviet Russia moves again this 
year—and that is not at all unlikely— 
_what this country does in 1951 may de- 
“termine whether or not we shall survive 
as a free nation. 

Our campaign in Korea is not going 
“well. There are 250,000 United Nations 
troops against 1,350,000 Chinese Commu- 
The chances are small indeed that 
UN forces will be able to accomplish the 
mission of unifying Korea. Yet that is what 
we promised and pledged. 

» Meanwhile, virtually all of this coun- 
try’s available segs. ahem are tied up 
in Korea. Russia may @ecide at any mo- 
ment—this Spring would be the logical 
time—to move in on Western Europe. De- 
fenses there are practically non-existent. 

‘The West has determined upon the re- 
armament of West Germany. Russia has 
said she would not tolerate that, which is 
merely another way of saying Communist 
troops would move in before the job can 
be accomplished. But for us there is no 
alternative to the risk involved. If Russia 
takes West Germany she also can take all 
of Western Europe—-perhaps even the 
British Isles. With the industrial potential 
of the rich Ruhr Valley plus that of France 
and other continental countries—not to 
mention the possibilities of taking over in 
Britain—this country not only would be 
faced with overwhelming numbers, but 
with a productive capacity which would 
throw decisive odds to the Russians. 

Those facts are why this country, with 
the support even, of most Republicans in 
the Congress, is determined to make a last~ 
ditch stand for Western Europe. This 
thinking was behind John Foster. Dulles’ 
defense of Administration foreign policies 


Is Buford Dam 


. Necessary for Defense? 


Because of its proximity to the hydro- 
gen bomb plant being constructed near 
Augusta, we would assume along with Rep. 
Davis that the Buford dam is necessary for 
defense purposes. 

But we would like to have the word 
of the Atomic Enetgy Commission that 
this is.so before Congress goes ahead with 
appropriations totalling about. $42,000,000 
for building the dam and power house. 

The Buford dam is not far from Atlanta 
and will benefit this city in more ways 
than‘one. For that reason we naturally 
all along have been strongly in favor of it. 
But with the country faced with the neces- 
sity of putting millions of men into uni- 
form, and of converting our factories and 
farms and civilian manpower to war pro- 
duction there ought not to be one cent of 
spending ywhich fails to contribute to re- 
armament. 


Rep. Davis has worked hard for the 
Buford dam. He also is a firm advocate of 
preparedness -and we feel sure he would 
not press its construction now unless he 
had reason to believe power from the 
project were needed for defense. 


But the Atomic Energy Commission, 
and perhaps the military, ought to indicate

in his speech the other night. Mr. Dulles 
is a Republican, but he rejects Mr. Hoover's 
view this country should throw Europe to 
the dogs of Communism and try to defend 
cur own shores with Britain’s help. 


As an example of the success of present 
policies, Mr. Dulles cited the fact that 1950 
was the only year since 1945.that the Rus- 
sians have not succeeded in taking over an 
average of two nations. 


There is no blinking the fact that our 
allies in Western Europe are weak. Except 
for Britain there is little will to fight. Part 
of this attitude stems from the hopeless 
military situation. Part, and this applies 
particularly to France, is from the strength 
of the Communist minority. But Washing- 
ton believes that if Western Europe sees 
this country is in earnest about assisting 
in the defense of ‘Western Europe those 
weaknesses will be replaced by determina- 
tion. Even French leanings toward the 
Communist Party, which now are believed 
to be mostly for expediency’s sake, will 
disappear. 

We can see no other course, though it 
would be foolhardy to underestimate the 
risk Avolved and be prepared for failure. 

Practically everything depends upon 
how seriously this country takes the job 
ahead. If we are willing to devote our 
substance and our energies wholeheartedly 
to defense, it is quite likely we can win. 
We might even be able to deter the would- 
be aggressors. But if we dissipate our re- 
sources by attempting to combine business- 
as-usual and politics-as-usual with the task 
of rearmament it is not impossible that we 
lose. 

It is better, therefore, not to salute 1951 
with heady shrieks as from new wine, but 
with understanding of the gravity of the 
befdre us. That business is 
survival.

Ask the boys on the weeklies and they’ll tell you the backbone of their 
circulation Js out where the “dots” come from, the “dots” being the country 
correspondence that rates many column inches in the county seat and small 


town papers. 


It’s right, too, that those’ homey little items should get that space. 


For the county, and in turn the State, is made up of hundreds of those closely knit 
See communities built around the country church, the crossroads store or rural gin 
and grist mill and the country school—before consolidation set in and moved it toward the center 


of population. So that 


the one-room schoolhouse has heen converted 


into a community center 


where the home demonstration club members get together in spend-the-day sessions, where the 
improvement club, the Farm Bureau chapter anda the 4-H» meet once a month. 


The weekly’s correspondent is usually one of 
the community’s oldtime residents. She takes 
*eareful notes at the meetings and notes care- 
- fully who's at. church on Sunday—and who's 
not there—and on Sunday night she writes the 
“dots” in that neat script she learned when 
penmanship was still an art. Early Monday 
morning she sticks the bundle of news into the 
mail box at the road and on Tuesday it is on 
the news desk, ready to be edited and sent to the 

linotype.

IN PAYMENT for this weekly chore she gets 
the paper, the pride of creative writing, of seeing 
a by-line on her contribution to the news of the 
county, sometimes even a space rate for special 
writeups like the improvement club dinner. 

When the paper comes out, the subscribers 
along the RFD grab it avidly and turn to see if 
“Minnie got the names right” and if theirs is in- 
cluded. They read: 

“Mr. and Mrs. Tom Edwards and children, 
of Shreveport, La., spent Christmas with Mrs. 
Edwards’ parents, Mr. and Mrs. Paul T. Price.” 

And they say, “That’s Emmie’s and Paul's mid- 
die girl, Jo. They say she married right well, some 
big shot in the oil business. But she’s still the 
same old Jo, never fails to come home two or 
three times a year to see the folks.” 

The city slickers read the “dots,” too, for 
‘most of them came from the country and they 
want to know what goes on out around New 
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Salem or Deep Ditch or New Prospect. 


I know because I’m one of those country boys. 


I know the crossroads emporium—I remember 
when Charlie Hale put in the first gas pump at 
his store—and the schoolhouse “canty-cornered” 
across the fields. I know the one-room country 
church and that sacred plot, the cemetery, the 
graveyard on the knoll down the road a little 
way from the church where rest my father and 
my father’s father and the neighbors of their 
generations. : 

No matter how far you roam and how .long 
you stay, you don’t get away from it, that place 
you first called home,

The Year Has Seen 
Extended Services. 


We asked Gov. Talmadge to name the one 

outstanding accomplishment of the State Gov- 

| ernment for the year 1950 as the year went 

into history Sunday and a new one dawns today. The Governor 

said it was very difficult to single out one ‘item as ‘outstanding. 

In hig opinion, the best news of the year from the State Capitol 

was the general upgrading of services by the schools, highways, 
health and forestry departments. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., singles out the inauguration 


‘of the University System Building Authority as the outstanding 


achievement of the year. This Authority was created as a sepa- 
rate agency and actually broke ground for construction of $6,000,- 
000 worth of buildings in the University System during the year. 

In a véry short time now, the General Assembly will be asked 
to create a similar building authority to construct millions of 
dollars’ worth of buildings for the: common schools over the 


State. The authorities issue bonds to raise the money. 
In Health Talmadge was proud of the progress made by the 
Health Department in building rural hospitals 
over the State during the year. Soon, he probably will ask the 
Legislature to create an authority to raise funds to build a $12,- 
000,000 State general hospital at Augusta to help save the ac- 
credited standing of the University of Georgia Medical School and 
to care for indigent sick. . 

The Governor also listed as outstanding accomplishments of 
the year the fact that forestry protection has been extended to 
cover two-thirds of the timber of the State; that the Merit System 
has been expanded to most departments of State Government; that 
records are being set in road paving and improvement of educa- 
tional facilities, and that more is going for pensions. 

“Our eleemosynary institutions are far from perfect,” said 
Talmadge, “but they have been put in their best condition in 
history during the past year.” 

At Milledgeville State Hospital, one of the State’s biggest 
problems, State Welfare Director Alan Kemper says the out- 
standing improvement has been completion of a hospital for Ne- 
groes and completion of a dental hygiene building, and begin- 
ning of construction of a new hospital for white patients. The 
building program at this hospital is in full swing. 


Other Items The year saw the Legislature meet for 29 days, 

‘ the Governor and State House officials re- 
elected, and the Tax~ Revision Committee come up with a co- 
ordinated sales and income tax recommendation for the 1951 
Legislature. Gov. Talmadge’s indorsement of the three per cent 
Sales tax, after opposing such a tax heretofore, was one of the 
biggest news items of the year. 

Top in importance, we feel, however, was the defeat of the 
proposal to extend the county unit system into the general elec- 
tion—and the indication of public support for tax revision to 
finance expanded services. The indorsement of a sales tax and 
upward revision of income tax by the Governor and legislative 
leAders apparently reflects the feeling of the people, since the 
leaders heretofore had been reluctant to indorse these proposals, 


The employes of the Revenue Depart- 
ment always give the Commissioner a 
big Christmas gift. A few weeks ago, an employe went to the 
hospital. Doctors said she would be confined in the hospital for 
sometime. That meant off the payroll and big hospital expenses. 

“Don’t give me a present this Christmas,” Commissioner 
Charlie Redwine told his employes. ‘Instead, remember this girl 
with the. present.” 

So the workers chipped in. They. sent a Christmas present of 
almost $250 cash to their fellow worker—and, as a surprise, they 
also gave Commissioner Redwine a television set.

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The First Step 


The Editors: To provide sufficient’funds to 
enable ‘the Government to meet its security obli- 
gations, Georgia, in 1948, paid $435,000,000 in 
Federal taxes. For 13 years Federal taxes paid 
b:’ Georgia have been more than al! the farmers 
in Georgia received from the gross sales of their 
crops. 

Most states met all social security require- 
ments which enabled them to participate fully 
in all the Federal Government offered in social 
security, but such was not the case in Georgia. 

For four vears Georgia paid Federal taxes to 
enable the Government to extend social security 
to other states without accepting one dime for 
old-age pensions, aid to dependent children, or 
other branches of social security, 

Finally in 1937 Georgia passed a welfare act. 
This act was so constructed that it enabled the 
State to recover only about one fifth of what 
she was entitled to in the way of benefits. 

The first step for our State to make toward 
revising our State’s tax system is to revise our 
Act so that we can receive the 
maximum benefits available.

WASHINGTON—Putting big business to work on 
projects has not been as easy as the public might suppose. 


important Government 
Manufacturers are 


delighted to have Government contracts all right, but a lot of them want to operate 


on their own terms. 


Take, for instance, the problem of stepping up vitally needed 


aluminum. The public already has had aluminum for civilian uses cut back 35 


per cent, but on top of this, 


companies haggled over the increasing production. 


more than two months were wasted while aluminum 


Paradoxically two of the companies which 


General Services Administrator Jess Larson had the most trouble with were two that Uncle Sam 


helped put in business—Reynolds Metals and Henry 


Reynolds was urged by Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes to manufacture aluminum in com- 
petition with the giant Aluminum Corporation 
of America during the war, and was given all 
kinds of Government loans, orders apd backing. 
Kaiser was sold surplus aluminum plants at 
bargain rates after the war. However, both 
wanted to produce pretty much on their own 
terms in the new emergency. 

Early last Fall, when the Government first 
contemplated expanding aluminum production, 
genial, hard-working Henry Kaiser, genius of the 
far-flung Kaiser Industries, welcomed the idea 
with enthusiasm. “Let’s get going, let’s get 
going,” he told Larson. | 


However, when it came to signing a con- 
tract, both Kaiser and Reynolds had their 
own ideas. And their ideas were that Uncle 
Sam take all the risks, they take all the 
profits. Both companies are heartily against 
Government interference with business, but 
apparently not Against Government guar- 
antees of dividends. 


For hert is what Kaiser and Reynolds wanted 
from the Government in return for expanding 
the aluminum plants which they originally pur- 
chased from Uncle Sam at bargain-counter rates: 

1. A Government guarantee of their loan. 

2. The right to amortize their investment 
in five years, whereas ordinarily tax de- 
preciation would be spread over 20 years. 

3. The Government to buy all.aluminum

4.-If the market dropped or if Govern- 
ment purchases decreased, the companies 
could turn the plants back to Uncle Sam in 
two and a half years. 


In brief, the two aluminum companies wanted 
the Government to put up the money, give them 
tax relief, buy most of the product, and then 
take the plants off their hands in case business 
went bad. 

All this the Government agreed to do. How- 
ever, the aluminum executives wanted even more. 
They proposed that if price controls should be 
imposed on the nation, they would be exempt. 


This was too much. And in a confidential 
backstage conference with Larson, the attorney 
for Revriolds Metals, Judge Robert Patterson, re- 
fused to support his own client. Patterson, who 
served as Secretary of War, quietly remarked: 

“Gentlemen, we have asked for enough.” 

Note—The aluminum contracts have now been 
signed. They provide for a total of 320,000 tons 
expanded production divided among Kaiser, Rey- 
nolds and Alcoa.

Mr. Truman is certainly no intellectual giant. 
But the international situation is so complex that 
even if a Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln, 
Woodrow Wilson or Franklin D. Roosevelt were 
in the White House. I expect they, too, would be 
confused as to the proper steps to take. 

When the last war ended some five years back, 
all of us in this country wanted our sons home 


and out of uniform. We were tired of war and 
wanted to get back to peacetime pursuits imme- 
diately. We got our wish» A government elected 
by the people couldn’t, if it wanted to, have re-. 
sisted such overwhelming public sentiment. 


Now, the Russian soldiers-and Russian par- 
ents were no doubt also tired of war and ready 
to settle down to peace activities. But they had 
no authority in the matter. From the minute the 
last war ended the Russian autocratic leaders 
began to prepare on a gigantic scale for the war 
to come. 


As 1951 begins, the armies of communism 
dominate the two great cohtinents of Europe © 
and Asia. Whenever the leaders of the - 
Kremlin believe an all-out war on all fronts 
is more advantageous than sneak aggression 
by satellite nations, this all-out war will be 
launched. 


Certainly the events of 1951 will be most 
crucial and portentous to our lives, our fortunes 
and our sacred honor. 


The last two world wars were fought far from 
our shores. Not a single bomb fell on the United 
States. Our civilian population has been so spared 
the horrors that it has seemed we are living on 
another plariet. 

Before 1951 comes to a close, I am afraid our 
eivilians will fully realize we are a part of the 
planet, Earth.

Farm Aid 


This is a happy New Year for 
the insect fighters of Georgia. 

Farmers, fruit growers, and citl- 
zens of this state can look for- 
ward to a more prosperous and 
more comfortable time next har- 
vest season. 

State Entomologist C. H. Alden, 
who leads Georgia’s war on in- 
sects which constantly threaten to 
destroy fruits and crops, says if 


the bitter cold days of the early). 


Winter continue, the damaging in- 
sect hordes will die. 
| Thriving and increasing on the 
past three consecutive mild Win- 
ters, insects have cut a larger and 
‘larger path of destruction across 
‘the havest fields of Georgia, Alden 
pointed out. Aside from these in- 
sects which cause thousands of 
dollars in crop damage, the “eye” 
gnats of South Georgia made life 
uncomfortable for the children. 
Alden said it is possible that this 
Winter may be severe enough to 
knock out the new grasshopper 
plague which struck the cornfields 
last Summer. The plague cost 
farmers thousands of dollars and 


it. In his annual report to the 
January session of the Legislature, 
the Entomologist is asking that 
$50,000 be made available in the 
Governor’s .emergency fund in 
event a similar plague hits the 
‘State next year, 
| Dahlonega and Atlanta seemed 
to be the headquarters for the in- 
vasion of the Japanese beetle, as 
this infestation reached a new 
high this year. Traps caught 1,040 
beetles at the Atlanta airport, 
1,000 in the City of Atlanta; 129 
in Austell, and 4,257 in Dahlo- 
nega. All areas were treated. 
Alden reported that the white- 
fringed beetle now infests parts 
of 59 counties involving 34,471 
acres of land. It has caused only a 
small amount of damage to crops 
and ornamental plants; and the de- 
partment has been successful in 
drastically suppressing this insect. 
The fight against the sweet po- 
tato weevil saw 14,399 inspections 


made in 39 counties. There were: 


298 new properties found infested, 
and 52 properties released from 
quarantine. 

Alden said that the peach quar- 
antine will be entirely revised in 
view of new discoveries. It was 
found that this virus disease is 
transmitted by insects (leaf hop- 
pers), instead of through the roots 
as was heretofore suspected.

1. Make the most of equip- 
ment. Place it where it saves 
steps and time, and use it for 
all the many jobs it was de- 
signed to do. For example, make 
greater use of the refrigerator 
in meal preparation, utilizing 
its balanced coldness for stor- 
age of entire dinners and party 
spreads prepared in advamce 
when time is less pressing. 

2. Plan menus seven days in 
advance and shop no oftener 
than twice a week. 

3. Order foods on a servings- 
per-person basis. This voids ex- 
cessively large quantities of left- 
overs. 

4. Plan sound dietetics into 
your menus, Concentrate on the 
“basic seven” foods: Meat, fish 
and poultry; eggs, leafy vege- 
tables; fruits; dairy products, 
especially milk; bread, and oth- 
er vegetables, including pota- 
toes, 

5. Go to market with a well- 
thought-out grocery list, writ- 
ten after careful survey of foods 
already in the refrigerator and 
of those staples stored on 
shelves. 

6. Estimate family food needs 
as accurately as possible. Buying 
flour or cereal in extra large 
sizes, for example, may not be 
shopping wisdom in a small 
family because of spoilage or 
staleness resulting from months 
in the cupboard. 

7. If the family includes 
many children, or the home- 
maker has a job outside the 
home, she should make greater 
use of time-saving mixes, froz- 
en foods and canned specialties. 

8. Resolve not to hoard or 
waste food. The nation wants 
high nutrition for all.

1951 promises to be the safest 
year yet for babies to be born. 

The first eight months of 1950 
marked a record low in infant 
mortality rate, with an estimated 
29.3, compared to 31.4 for the 
same period in 1949. Both fig- 
ures are per 1,000 live births, 


Infant deaths were 68,500, com- 
pared with 74,100 for the same 
months last year. 

August, which is often a diffi- 
cult month for newborn babies, 
made a decided improvement in 


1950 with a mortality rate of ° 


26.9 per 1,000 live births. This 
is 12.1 per cent lower than the 
30.6 shown in August, 1949. 

The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, comment- 
ing on the new all-time low in 
maternal mortality, said, ‘““Ma- 
térnal mortality is no longer a 
nation-wide problem. Child- 
bearing has been made quite 
safe.” To back up their state- 
ment, records show that only one 
mother in a thousand died dur- 
ing live childbirth in the United 
States last year. New York re- 
ported a drop of more than 50 
per cent in maternal deaths in 
only four years. 

The encouraging figures are 
due to many. factors—ever-in- 
creasing facilities for hygienic 
delivery, availability of infor- 
mation on prenatal care, and 
continuing consciousness of the 
importance of preparation both 
physically and mentally. 


Look Ahead 


To Planting 
In Springtime 


Now that all the excitement is 
over, the presents have been 
stored in their proper places, it’s 
ag time to take a look out 
the window at, the garden and 
think ahead to the flowers that 
bloom in the Spring. 

If you’ve been a lucky per- 
son, you’ve received as Christ- 
mas presents such things as 
plants, bird baths, a check for 
merchandise to be ordered later 
in the season, garden gloves and 
the like. All these things can be 
used in your plan for the garden. 

This is a good time ‘to study 
the seedman’s catalogues, make 
out lists for tool repair and plan 
what you wish to have bloom- 
ing later on. 

Your garden should be cleaned 
up by now, if it was not done 
in November. Be sure to cover 
bulb, rose and asparagus beds, 
and look after all vegetables 
stored for the Winter. Protect 
evergreens with pine boughs. 
Place all tools and implements 
under cover and oil all steel 
and iron_parts to prevent rust. 

Planting instructions usually 
come with all seeds, bulbs, 
plants and other purchases from 
nurseries. Soil varies and the 
season may vary considerably 
from that of other years, so 
when in doubt consult local gar- 
den authorities. 

It is also a good idea at this 
time of the year to lay in a 
stock of insecticides and fer- 
tilizers. Pruning is best done in 
February and March but if you 
have many trees, you should 
begin to thin them out now and 
cut away dead branches,

Deserve Children

The age of an “eye for an eye” has passed, of course, 
but there should still be some exquisite torture on file for 
the devilish men and women who vent their madness and 
depravity in cruelty toward helpless children left in their 


care. 

Sadistic assault on innocent babies crops up constantly in the 
news, rising out of the day’s events with a taunting, recurrent 
venom that will not be stilled by decency or civilization. 

A stepfather is accused of the death of a bewildered four-year- 
old girl, whom he says he “slipped and fell upon”; a father chains 
his youngsters in a basement, leaving them in darkness and fear 
and hunger while he goes his sodden way; a mother beats her 
offspring until they are senseless and forgets them in the numbness 
of drink with vulgar companions. 

It is not nice breakfast reading, but we cannot afford 
to be so protected that the wounds that kill and persecute 
tiny youngsters are considered too ugly for us to face. Our 
wounds need to gape and bleed with their hurts, and their 
agony should be ours to share until some remedy can be 
Provided. 

No Gestapo overates in America, and we have no Thought 
Police to probe into the dark minds of the degenerate, but there 
are usually signs of cruelty apparent to casual observers and to 
neighbors long before the final horror is apparent and the little 
ones involved are scarred for life. 

Many grown-ups do not wish to “become involved” in un- 
pleasantness by bearing witness or interceding against a neighbor 
on behalf of a child because they believe it is not their affair, nor 
their responsibility. This hands-off attitude, this posture of holding 
one’s ears and shutting one’s eyes while babies ‘scream in terror, 
undoubtedly keeps one out of trouble, but it is the same as wit- 
nessiffg a murder and ignoring it. It is a peculiar interpretation 
of being one’s brother’s keeper. 

One police action against a pair of parents, proved to the 
satisfaction of juvenile authorities, should be enough to remove 
the endangtred youngster to other custody. The custody should be 
continued until some rehabilitation can be made, either by separa- 
tion of the parents, if one of them has not been guilty of sadism, 


or by mental treatment of both if they have both been guilty. @ 


For they are undoubtedly crazed in their way, exactly as a poor 
inmate of an institution is derangedi in his way. We need mental 
health clinics, more than most people can ever realize, not only 
for the sexually aberrated unfortunates who prey upon boys and 
girls, and for the alcoholics who have a psychopathic illness, but 
for those who indulge .in masochistic infliction upon mates and 
fellow men and children. 

Before those, perhaps, we need child health guidance 
clinics, where we could again to scrutinize personality devi- 
ations in. youngsters before they have grown to be dangerous 
men and women unfit to be guardians of the children God 
has given them. 

Punishment to children is an accumulating, accelerating thing, 
as any honest parent will admit. Even spanking, administered in 
the heat of sudden anger, can rise in fury until it becomes a physical 
act of attrition, not a correction at all. A good doctor in Atlanta 
remarked recently that he would never raise his hand the first 
time against his children, because his experience in the war and 
~ prison camps had taught him how insidious and degenerating 

s physical violence, and how _— # becomes a need and a habit 
to inflict pain upon others. 

And speaking of war famps, w hich is more revolting=—an_ Ilse 
Koch making lampshades of human skin, or a grandfather beating 
his two grandchildren to death in Florida and leaving them on 
the roadside, burning in an automobile?

‘Trade Gains Here 


Industry, Sales, Building 
Boom Despite Rocky Path

_ The precocious lad in diapers who tip-toed into a half- 
sleeping, half-roisterous world last midnight is still blinking 


his eyes. 


Looking back at the tatters of a faded year, his keen 
remembered 


blue orbs mirrored developments long to be 
even in a decade of momentous events. 

In Atlanta and Georgia he noted that new records had been 
established, even as uncertainties and fears swayed the economy 
first in one direction, then in anotber. 

The actualities overcame doubts which had existed earlier last 
year. 


Total retail sales in metropolitan Atlanta, for example, buoyed 
by surging Yuletide shopping, topped the 1949 record by about 9.5 
per cent. The 1950 figure was estimated by Joseph K. Heyman and 
Co., business consultants, at $725,000,000. 


Aggregate payrolls soared as new business firms were estab- 
lished in the city. 

The Industrial Bureau of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, of 
which Fred J. Turner served as chairman in 1950, revealed that 91 

‘mew manufacturing plants had been established in the area during 
the year. ; 

National concerns established here 153 branch warehouses and 
offices last year, and there were 93 new resident representatives 
located in the metropolitan area. 

These 337 new firms employed 3,802 persons and added an an- 
nual new payroll of $11,000,000. 

* . ” 

THE BUREAU also disclosed that 14 new_factory and ware- 
house buildings are currently under construction. They will em- 
brace a total of 1,341,000 square feet of floor space and are located 
on 126.3 acres of land. 

Definitely slated for construction in metropolitan Atlanta this 
ear are 13 other new plants which will contain 1,159,000 square 
eet of floor space covering 123.8 acres of industrial property.

| In 1950 the system peak demand for the company passed a 
million kilowatts for the first time. The preceding year the peak 
demand was 930,022 kilowatts. 

Statewide, Georgia Power reported increases in all types of 
customers. Residential customers rose from 357,936 in Dec., 1949, 
to 386,700 in Dec., 1950. Other increases in the same period were: 


Commercial, from 59,556 to 63,000; industrial from 1,309 to 1,335. 


and rural customers (both residential and commercial) from 123,-

In the Atlanta area, the number of residential customers in- 
ereased from 129,574 in Dec., 1949, to 139,860 in December just 
ended, and the number of commercial customers from 16,441 to 
16,890.
